8t.  James*  Hotel  to  the  Empress  Hotel 
to  Mr.  Macdonald.  who  told  him,  he  tes- 
tified, he  would  meet  witness  at  the 
aame  place  near  the  Post  Office.  The 
meeting,  Oosden  swore,  took  place,  and 
|the  150  was  given  to  him  by  Mr.  Mac- 
donald. 

It  waa  on  the  etrenjrth  of  this  testi- 
mony that  Ooaden's  arrest  followed  last 
evening  at  7:20  o'clock,  when  he  was 
arrested  by  Detective  Heather  and  taken 
to  police  headquarters,  where  he  waa 
booked.  Afterwards  Detectives  Heather 
and  Kdwards  brought  him  to  the  Legis- 
lative Buildings  where  the  committee 
aat  and  he  continued  his  evidence,  after 
which  he  was  taken  to  the  police  sta- 
tion. He. win  be  arraigned  in  the  po- 
lice court  this  morning. 

The  information  laid  by  Mr.  Macdon- 
ald recited  that  Oosden  "did  on  11th 
May.  1910,  before  a  legislative  commit- 
tee of  the  Legislature  of  the  Province 
of  British  Columbia,  being  a  body  duly 
authorised  to  administer  the  oath' and 
take  evidence.'  falsely  swear  that  on  or 
about  AprU  21.

Oosden,  in  his  testimony,  stated  that 
when  he  came  to  Victoria  that  day  he 
had  met  a  friend,  Mr.  Antony  Sllvene.  to 
whose  room  at  tbe  8t.  James  Hotel  he 
had  gone  and  from  there  telephones  to 
the  Empress  Hotel.  Mr.  eilvene  waa 
before  the  committee  last  evening  and 
corroborated  the  testimony  except  that 
he  did  not  remember  Oosden  telephon- 
ing from  the  room,  though  it  might 
have  happened,  as  Mr.  Sllvene  was  in 
the  bathroom  for  some  time.  They  left 
the  room,  Mr.  Sllvene  testified^  about 
7:30  or  perhaps  >  p.m.  Oosden  had 
aworn  he  telephoned  from  the  room 
•bout   S:S6   p.m. 

Another  witness,  named  Grey,  told  of 
the  visit  Ooaden  and  he  made  to  Mr. 
Macdonald'e  residence  on  the  night  of 
Easter  Monday,  of  his  seeing  Oosden  off 
on  the  boat  that  night  and  lending  the 
Matter  $2.60  for  the  fare:  that  Oosden, 
when  he  returned,  repaid  that  amount 
and  was  possessed  of  a  roll  of  bills,  and 
bad  stated  that  he  had  got  the  |60  from 
Mr.  Macdonald. 

Ooaden's  evidence  brought  out  more 
details  of  the  trouble  which  occurred 
within  the  Liberal  circles  in  Vancouver 
after  the  aleotlon.  Ha  testified  how  he 
was  at  a  -meeting  in  Scotfa  office, 
where  a  Mr.  MoTa«gsrt.  chairman  of 
the  Liberal  acrutlneeri^  committee,  and 
Aahworth  Anderson,  chairman  of  the 
voters'  committee,  bad  a  "rumpus"  with 
Scott;  that  Scott  told  him  Anderson  was 
trying  to  "buck"  him  and  that  h« 
(Scott)  had  given  Anderson  $2,000. 
which  the  latter  had  put  In  his  own 
pockets;  that  McTaggmrt  had  threatened 
to   punch   Seott'a  head. 

There  were  intereating  detalla.  too.  of 
the  list  of  some  208  namea  whleh  had 
been  handed  by  Scott  to  Anderson  on 
the  afternoon  prior  to  the  election  and^ 
concerning  which  Instructions  were 
given  to  scrutineers  that  the  names 
thereon  were  not  to  be  challenged.  That 
list  was  one  prepared  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  longshoremen's  committee,  of 
which  Oosden  and  Phil  Robertson  were 
the  active  membera.

LONDON.  May  11.— The  most  danger- 
ous factor  in  Ireland's  situation  which 
has  been  feared  since  the  brief  rising 
flashed  In  the  pan,  was  that  the  punish- 
ment of  the  rebels  would  cause  a  reac- 
tion of  sympathy  among  the  warm- 
hearted and  emotional  people.

Vrealer  Ooee  to  Xriukd 

Premier  Asquith  haa  personally 
atepped  Into  the  breach,  and  Is  taking 
the  unprecedented  course  of  Journeying 
to  Dublin  to  Investigate  the  situation 
on  the  spot,  and  doubtless  to  give  In- 
structions to  OWneral  Sir  John  Maxwell 
regarding  the  policy  which  the  military 
government  must  pursue,  now  that  the 
chief  civil  administrators,  Lord  Wlm- 
borne,  Mr.  Augustine  BIrrell  and  Sir 
Matthew  Nethan,  have  retired  from  of- 
fice. The  Premier  left  here  tonight  by 
the  Irish  mall  train  on  his  way  to  that 
city. 

Mr.  Asquith  once  before  took  the 
reins  in  his  own  hands  at  a  crisis  by 
assuming  the  Secretaryship  of  War 
when  the  threatened  Ulster  revolt  in 
1014  caused  the  resignation  of  Col. 
Seeley.  The  Prime  Minister's  finest 
powers  have  been  displayed  in  playing 
the  part  of  a  conciliator,  and  he  now 
has  a  task  which  is  likely  to  demand 
their  utmost  exercise.  He  announced 
that  he  was  going  to  consult  with  the 
authorities  in  order  -  to  arrive  at  some 
arrangement  satisfactory  to  Irishmen 
of  all  parties,  and  n6  statesman  ever 
attempted  a  harder  accomplishment.  He 
frankly  declared  that  the  9r«**nt  altu- 
atlon  could  pot  continual

Many  of  the  newspapere,  particular- 
ly the  Liberal  organs,  call  upon  the 
Irish  factloiis  to  seise  the  present  op- 
portunity for  settling  their  long  stand- 
ing  differences. 

The  Marquis  of  Lansdowne  Intimated 
to  the  House  of  Lords  that  the  dis- 
armament of  all  Ireland  will  be  under- 
taken. This  would  mean  the  dis- 
armament of  the  Ulster  and  Nationalist 
volunteers,  and  whether  that  can  be 
done  depends  on  Sir  Edward  Carson 
and  John  Redmond  more  than  on  any 
other  individuals. 

The  House  of  Commons  negatived 
without  division  Mr.  Dillon's  motion 
demanding  that  the  Government  ahould 
immediately  declare  its  Intentions. 
The  House  of  Lords  adopted,  without 
division.  Lord  Loreburn's  motion  ex- 
pressing dissatisfaction  with  the  Gov- 
ernment's  management   of    Ireland. 

Premier  Asquith  urged  the  Irish  to 
maintain  a  sense  of  proportion  and  not 
let  sympathy  for  the  misled  Inaur- 
frents  cause  them  to  forget  the  deaths 
of  soldiers  and  civilians,  and  promised 
titat  in  the  future  court-martials  on 
murder  charges  should  be  held  in  pub- 
lic 

The  chief  cause  of  the  atUek  on  the' 
Oorernment  in  the  House  of>Commona 
today  waa  the  revelation  that  another 
execution  had  occurred — that  og  a  Fer- 
moy  man  named  Kent — which  was  the 
first  niiliUry  execution  outside  of 
DuUln. 

It  was  charged  by  one  of  the  mem-, 
hers  that  many  of  the  1.700  persona 
deported  to  England  had  no  connection 
with    the    uprising    in    Ireland. 

The  summary  shooting  of  the  Irish 
editor.  F.  Sheehy  Skefflngton.  haa 
aroused  increased  protest  as  the  detalla 
Mr.  Meaira  ggeseh 
Premier  Aaquith'a  announcement  of 
his  decision  to  go  to  Dublin,  to  a  large 
extent  took  the  life  out  of  the  detwte 
in  the  House  of  Commons. 

Timothy  Healy,  Nationalist  member 
for  the  Northeast  Division  ©f  Cork 
<3ounty.  who  followed  Mr.  Asquith.  con- 
gratulated him  on  ,hl8  decision.  He 
considered  that  those  responsible  for 
the  government  of  IreUnd  had  been 
grossly  misled,  and  by  some  of  his  own 
countrynnen. 

The  iaaurrection.  he  declared,  had 
been  greatly  exaggerated.  H*  would 
have  suppresaed  it  with  the  police  only. 
It  was  put  down  without  any  military 
skill  or  Judgment,  and  with  eoloeaal 
loaa  of  life  end  property.  The  time 
would  come.  Mr.  Healy  said,  when  they 
would  have  to  indict  the  policy  of  the 
Nationalist  party  and  those  who  tried 
to  make  op  by  exploaive  rhetoric  for 
peat  Mnndera.  The  Iriah  people  were

Speaks  on  Irish  Question

MADRID,  May  11.— At  the  opening  af 
the  Spanish  Parliament  yesterday  King 
Alfonso  announced  that  Spain  was  dla- 
posed  to  remain  neutral  in  the  world 
war.  "In  these  grave  moments,"  said 
King  Alfonso,  "when  all  humanity  fol- 
lows attentively  the  developments  of 
this  giant  war.  the  greatest  of  history, 
the  Cortes  begins  Its  sessions.  Spain 
maintains  with  each  of  the  belligerents 
the  same  friendly  relations,  and  Is  dia- 
'poeed  to  continue  neutral,  this  being  the 
unanimous  expression  o»  the  national 
will." 


Pass.  Resolution  Offered  by 
Lord  Loreburn  Expressing 
Dissatisfaction — Lord  Lans- 
downe Makes  Speech, 


LONLON.  May  11.— The  House  of 
Lords  today  adopted  the  resolution  of 
Lord  Loreburn.  expressing  dissatisfac- 
tion with  the  administration  of  Irish 
aftalrs.      There   was    no   division.' 

Xhe  debate  In  the  House  of  ijoiua 
waa  of  little  Interest  aside  from  Lord 
Lansdowne's  speech  on  belialf  of  the 
Uovemment. 

Admiral  Baron  Beresford  said  he  had 
great  sympathy  with  Mr.  Augustine 
Birrell.  late  Chief  Secretary  for  Ire- 
land, on  account  of  hla  manly  confes- 
sion that  he  had  under-estimated  the 
Situation  in  Ireland. 

He  charged  Mr.  Birrell,  however,  with 
the  reaponathUity  for  turatag  «  peaee* 
ful  country  Into  one  aeethlng  with  ae- 
ditlea  mn^iinttk  r«vlviA«  the  angry  aeo- 
tartan  feeling  which  bad  almeat  disap- 
peared. Baron  Beresford  added  that  he 
considered  the  whole  Cabinet  equally 
responsible  with  Mr.  BIrrell. 

Lord  Lansdowne  characterised  the 
rising  as  one  of  the  most  discreditable 
and  humiliating  episodes  In  the  recent 
history  of  Ireland.  It  waa  Instigated 
by  foreign  intrigue,  said  Lord  Lana- 
downe.  "and  to  some  extent  was  aided 
by  our  enemy.  It  was  only  due  to  the 
prompt  action  of  the  mlllUry  that  we 
escaped  a  disaster  the  extent  of  which 
It   Is  Impossible  to  conjecture." 

The  speaker  said  it  waa  unfair  to  ac- 
cuse the  Oovernment  of  making  a 
scapegoat  of  Mr.  BIrrell,  who  had  re- 
algned  on  his  own  initiative.  The 
Uovemment  bad  now  decided  that  mem- 
bers of  the  Sinn  Fein  should  no  longer 
be  employed*  in  any  Government  de- 
partment. 

The  Eari  Of  Hillsborough,  leader  of 
the  extremists,  having  criticised  the 
uovemment.  Lord  Loreburn's  resolution 
expressing  dissatisfaction  with  the  ad- 
ministration of  Irish  affairs,  was 
adopted    without    division. 

The  House   then  rose. 

Upon  the  resbmptlon  of  the  debate 
In  the  House  of  Lords,  Lord  Lansdowne 
anpounced  that  in  all  caaes  where  life 
bad  been  taken  in  clrcumsunces  con- 
atltuting  murder,  the  course  of  the  law 
would  not  be  Interfered  with.

Prealdent  Wllaon  haa  not  con- 
firmed to  any  oAclal  the  report  that 
the  Pope  propofod  that  thla  a#vemment 
ahall  undortake  tho  role  of  mediator  at 
once. 

But  In  aplta  of  their  aaaertlona  that 
no  move  towarda  peace  haa  boon  made 
that  Involvea  the  United  SUte*.  offl- 
clala are  convinced  that  a  propaganda 
haa  been  aUrted  with  a  view  to  atrongth- 
enlng  the  auggeatt^n  of  an  ending  of 
the  war.  That  the'  propaganda  la  of 
German  manufacture  la  not  doubted, 
and  It  la  expected  to  aoon  become  wlde- 

apread. 

With  the  preaenUtlon  of  thla  note, 
the  aubm^rine  controvehiy  la  regarded 
here  aa  practically  oloaed.  and  taegotU- 
tloni  ao  far  aa  thoy  concern  the  paat 
virtually  concluded. 

Germany  holda  that  Ita  ordera  to 
aubmarlne  commandera  were  laaued

§evenfyTFive  Thousand  Dol- 
lars' 'Worth  Taken  in  Raids 
Yesterday  —  Warehouses 
and  Drug  Stores  Seached. 


81i;attlk,  May  11.— Soventy-flvo 
thouaand  dollara'  worth  of  ll<|uor  waa 
aelaed  by  the  police  late  today.  In  the 
moat  Bweeplng  raid  made  since  the 
state-wide  prohibition  law  went  into 
effect  on  January  1.  Two  largo  ware- 
housea  and  nine  drug  stores  were 
searched,  but  no  arrests  were  made,  and 
none  of  the  liquor  was  destroyed. 

The  biggest  haul  was  made  at  tba 
v.arehouso  of  the  Eyres  Drayage  and 
l.>lstributlng  Company,  where  two  truck 
loads  of  assorted  liquors  were  found, 
valued  at  $16,000.  Tho  company  rushed 
Into  the  SXiperlor  Court  \o  get  an  In- 
junction agalnat  removal  or  destruction 
of  the  liquor,  but  part  of  it  had  been 
Blezed  by  the  police  befora  the  com- 
pany co^ld  act.  The  company  alleges 
that  the  liquor  belonged  to  several 
drug  storss  In  the  city.  .  At  the  ware- 
house of  the  McDougall  transfer  Com- 
pany, on  Post  Street,  six  barrela  of  b«er 
'Vnarked  as  the  property  of  the  Stewart 
Htreet  drug  store,  which  was  demol- 
ished last  week,  were  seised. 

In  the  store  of  the  Wilcox  Drug 
Company,  on  Pike  Street,  five  hMrrels  of 
whiskey  and  several  cases  of  sssorted 
liquors  were  seUed.  In  Smith's  phar- 
macy, at  Second  Avenue  and  James 
utreet,  five  caaea  of  aaaortod  liquora 
were  seised.  In  a  shed  on  tho  alley  be- 
hind the  Washington  Annex  Hotel  a 
truckload  of  liquor  was  seised. 

The  raids,  which  were  mado  by  forty 
rollcement  under  direct  Instructions 
from  Mayor  GUI.  were  continued  until 
all  twelve  of  the  suspected  places  had 
been  visited  and  liquor  founri  In  all. 
The  seised  liquor  was  brought  to  the 
city  hall  In  trucks,  and  room  found 
for  It.  Mayor  Gill  stood  at  the  city 
hall  doorway  smiling  as  the  trucks  with 
the  liquor  arrived.

throush  lll.health.  He  wrote  hla  re- 
•reta.  atatlns  that  his  anrbltlon,  sinee  he 
waa  eleeted  preoldent  Ave  ycara  a«o. 
waa  that  the  Inatltute  should  one  day 
be  houaed  In  a  bulldtna  worthy  of  the 
Ovarseaa  Bmplre  of  which  It  waa  arow. 
Ins  oonatantly  more  representatlva. 

London  waa 
the  eantre  of  tbe  sreateet  bm»lre  that 
ever  oalsted,  he  eald.  there  la  not  one 
oonaplcuous  bulldlns  to  Indleate  or  sus* 
f^eet  that  the  Bmplre  conalats  of  any- 
thins  outalde  of  the  United  Klnsdoni.

Taklns  the  stand  tbat  the  <|ueatlon  at 
iesue  la  a  purely  lesal  one  for  tba 
Courta.  and  that  the  evidence  aubmltted 
by  the  contendlns  partiea  before  the 
mlnlns  oommltt^  of  the  House  did  not 
warrant  any  recommendation  to  the  -^d 
that  lastolatlve  action  ahould  bo  taken, 
the  L.es^|ature  yeeterday  approved  of 
tbe  report  of  the  mlnlns  committee  to 
the  effect  that  after  full  InvestlsaUon 
that  body  failed  to  Hnd  that  any  wrons 
or  Injuatlco  had  been  done  to  Mr.  W. 
T.  Ward,  whose  petition  for  redreaa 
waa  tbe  matter  dealt  with  by  the  eom- 
nrtttoe.  Prior  to  th«  adoption  of  the 
report  an  amendment  waa  preaeated  by 
Mr.  Parker  WilUams  (NeweaatU),  and 
seconded  by  Dr.  Callanan  (Cariboo), 
ursins  that  owlns  to  the  premature 
oloslns  of  the  Inveatlsation  and  the  con- 
aeauent  incomplete  information  aecured, 
the  decision  of  tho<  majority  of  the  com« 
mittee  was  to  be  resretied. 

The  matter  was  before  the  House  on 
Wedneaday.  whea  the  debate  waa  ad- 
journed by  Premier  Bowaer  who  r—- 
terday  apoke  upon  the  motion  to  adopt 
the  report.  It  waa  not,  the  Premier 
atated,  his  Intention  to  discuss  at^lensth 
a  matter  which  had  been  before  the 
mlnlns  committee.  Briefly,  the  facta 
were  that  the  CaHboo  Gold  Minins 
Company,  represented  by  the  Oussen- 
heira  Interests,  ceased  wa^k  on  the 
"Bullion"  property  in  ItOt,  and  no  work 
was  done«>etween  lf«§  and.lSll.  thoush 
the  •i>ecial  act  under  which  the  com- 
pany was  operatlns  did  not  permit  of  a 
ceaaatlon  of  work  for  more  than  two 
years.  On  May  II.  1»1J,  the  company's 
free  mlner'a  certiflcate  lapsed  and  was 
never  renewed  nnd  the  srbuod  at  "But. 
lion"  lay  open  to  Iocatl6n  for  eishtsen 
months,  from  Mur  »1,  1»1J,  untl!  Mr. 
Mopp  staked  it  on  November  »,  1913,  and 
durlns  that  period  of  elshteen  months 
It  was  open  to  location  by  anyone.  Ward 
liad  leased  the  property  from  the  com- 
pany. 

Hopp  staked  In  November,  Iflt,  and 
made  application  for  leases  on  tho  ISth 
of  that  month  and  Ward  protested.  The 
applications  came  before  the  executive 
council  oti  several  occasions,  both  sides 
belns  represented  by  lesal  counseL 
The  question  arose  of  whether  the  lands 
were  vacant  lands  under  the  mlnlns 
legislation.  On  April  8,  1916,  a  minute 
of  council  was  passed  referrlns  the  mat- 
ter to  the  Courts  and  Anally  a  rullns 
was  had  to  tho  affect  that  It  waa  not  a 
proper  matter  to  refer  to  the  courts. 
The  result  was  that  the  matter  waa  in 
the  same  position  ae  It  had  been  be- 
fore. It  was  again  before  the  Bxecu« 
tlve  Council  and  was  referred  to  the 
Attorney-Oeneral,  who  had  eminent 
counsel  for  both  interests  before  him 
and  he  called  in  Mr.  E.  V.  BodwSlI, 
1C.C.,  whobe  report  waa  entirely  in 
favor  of  the  Hopp  applications.  Finally 
In  December  last,  the  Lleutenant-Gover- 
nor  approved  of  orders-ln-councll  au- 
thor! sins  tbe  issuance  of  the  leaaea  to 
Hopp  and  his  associates. 

Aoffally  Ont  of  TlMe 
It  waa  felt  by  the  Oovemment  that 
the  private  act  under  which  the  mlnlns 
company  operated  did  not  aavo  them, 
and  that  when  they  allowed  the  free 
mlner'a  certiAoate  to  expire  they  lost 
the  claim  and  Hopp  was  fully  Justlded 
under  the  mlnlns  lesialation  in  re-atak- 
'ins,  and  that  if  Ward  desired  to  do  so 
he  had  his  rtsht  of  appeal  to  the  Courts, 
he  could  brlns  action  to  restrain  Hopp 
from  proceedlns  with  the  development 
of  the  property.  Mr.  Ward  did  not  aee 
At  to  do  that,  but  instead,  brousht  the 
matter  to  tho  Legislature. 

Mr.  Bowaer  believed  the  action  of 
the  minority  was  taken  for  the  purpose 
of  havlns  the  matter  aired  in  the  Houae. 
He  believed  the  House  would  decide  that 
the  matter  waa  one  not  for  it  to  ad- 
judicate upon,  but  should  be  left  to  the 
Courts. 

Mr.  William  Hunter  (GAocan),  chair- 
man of  the  minlhs  committee,  atated 
every  opportunity  was  siven  to  Ward 
to  submit  his  evidence  and  there  was 
absolutely  no  reason  for  saylns  Ward 
was  not  siven  every  chance  to  sub- 
stantiate hie  claim  for  ooneideration, 

Mr.  H.  B.  Thomson  susseeted  that  it 
must  be  a  delisht  to  the  capitaliatlo  in- 
terests to  And  they  had  tUe  Member  for 
Ladysmith  on  their  aide.  If  waa  a  sud- 
den change  for  that  member,  but  he 
hoped  it  was  indication  that  he  waa 
taking  a  broader  view  of  affairs.  The 
whole  point  at  Issue  waa  the  title  of 
the  Ouggenheira  lAereeta.  It  area  not 
th«  fault  of  tho  laws  of  the  Province 
If  Ward  waa  "gold-bricked"  when  he 
secured  the  property  from  those  in- 
tereets,  and  it  was  not  the  place  of  the 
Leglelature  to  re-establish  him  In  the 
tiAe. 

Mr.  John  Place  (Ladyamitb).  araHed 
that  Mr.  Ward  had  not  had'  a  fair  op- 
portonlty  to  aubmit  his  caae  to  the 
committee^  in  that  hla  counsel  waa 
called  away  and  another  aubstltnted. 
Ward  did  not  ask  a  ruling  on  the  lesal 
points,  but  merely  that  the  Justice  of 
his  claim  should  be  Investisated. 

Mr.  MacLiean  (Nelson  City),  doubted 
If  the  matter  waa  one  that  could  be 
dealt  with  by  a  body  of  laymen,  and 
Mr.  Fraser  (Cariboo),  recited  the  facts 
of  the  sround  bavins  been  left  vacant, 
stated  Mr.  Hopp  had  ataked  aooordins 
to  the  laws  of  the  Provinoe,  while  Ward 
had  not  complied  with  thoaa  laar^  la 
that  he  did  not  have  the  rcoulalta  Free 
Miner's  Ilcance. 

Mr.  H.  IL  Watson  (Vanconver)*.  claim- 
ed the  commlttee'a  aMjorlty  report  took 
the  proper  attitude.  It  eoold  not  be 
eald  that  the  matter  was  In  any  senae 
one  of  politics  aa  one  of  the  minority 
committee  was  Dr.  Callanan,  a  member 
of  the  Conservative  party. 

Messrs.  Porster  (Columbia),  and  Mae- 
donald  (Vancouver),  apoke  briefly,  after 
which  the  amendment  of  the  Member 
for  Neweaatle  waa  defeated,  only  tbe 
four  members  of  tbe  eppeeltlon  witb 
Xhr.  Callanan,  voting  In  favor  of  It  Tba 
oommlttee'e  report  waa  then  approved. 


Sir  John  Nixon  Gives  Account 
in  His  Last  Official  Report- 
General  Townshend's  Two 
Daughters  With  Him. 


LONDON,  May  11.— Tbe  London  Ol- 
sctte  pobUabea  an  official  report  from 
tUr  John  NUoa  regarding  the  operations 
la  Mesopotamia  la  October.  November, 
and   December  laat. 

Ybo  report  centaloe  a  striking  ao- 
coont  of  the  battle  of  Ctcslphon.  Gen- 
eral Townshend  found  IS.OM  Titrlca, 
with  St  guna,  stronsly  entrenched 
astride  tbe  Tlsrls,  with  relnforoemeuta 
expected. 

Ueneral  Townabend  attacked  on  No- 
vember XI  and  2>,  penetrating  the 
enemy's  flrat  and  aecond  llnea  and  cap- 
turlng^wlgbt  guns.  But  fresh  Turks  ar- 
riving, the  guns,  which  had  changed 
handa  several  times,  were  recaptured, 
and  tbe  British  retired  to  their  llnea. 
The  loasea  were  heavy  on  both  aides. 
Neither  waa  able  to  reeume  fishtlns. 
Ueneral  Townshend'a  report  atated.  but 
'X'urkish  reinforcements  arrlVed,  and  the 
Brltlah,  handicapped  by  lack  of  water 
and  food,  and  oppoaed  by  fresh  troops 
In  superior  numbers,  retired  to  Kut-el- 
■fmara,  fishtlns  nearly  all  the  way. 
\A.  heavy  battle  occurred  at  Umm-el- 
Tubal  en  December  1.  Kut  was  com- 
pletely Invested  on  December  7,  and 
withstood  the  bombardments  «nd  as- 
saults until  December  12,  when  resular 
slese  warfare  was  besun.  The  oper- 
ations of  the  relief  force  were  hampered, 
by  bad  weather. 

Ueneral  Nixon,  who  resisnea  owing  to 
lU-hoalth,  hlshly  praised  Genera:  Town- 
shend. the  troope  under  him,  and  the 
naval  flotilla  which  co-operated  with 
him.        — 
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BKKLIN.  May  11.— The  Frankfurter 
^Ituns  publlahes  a  report  that  Gen- 
eral Townshend,  the  British  commander 
Who  recently  surrendered  Kut-el-Ainara, 
had  with  him  in  the  foretress  his  two 
daushters.  They  have  been  aent  to 
Constantinople,  the  report  says. 

The  commander-in-chief  of  the  Turk- 
ish forces  several  times  offereil  them 
free  pdssase  throush  tho  lines  during 
the  aiese  of  Kut-el-Amara.  th«  news- 
Paper  says,  but  they  refused  to  accept 
the  offer.

OTTAWA,  May  12. —  Parliament  sat 
until  the  early  mornins  hours  to  dispose 
of  the  Lapolnte  bi-linsual  resolution, 
which  was  rejected  on  a  vote  of  107  to 
•0. 

The  debate,  which  was  commenced 
yesterday,  waa  reaumed  today  when  the 
Houae  met  at  2  o'clock  by  Hon.  CJhae. 
Marcil,  who,  like  all  other  Opposition 
speakers  supportlns  the  resolution,  de- 
clared that  there  was  no  Intention  to 
Interfere  In  any  way  with  the  Province 
of  OnUrlo.  All  that  was  asked  was 
that  OnUrlo  should  give  some  heed  to 
the  protest  of  the  Prench  Canadians 
that  thoy  are  unfairly  treated  under 
resulation  17.  Mr.  Marcil  suggested 
that  the  matter  might  be  arbitrated. 

Dr.  Kdwards.  of  Frrontenac.  who  fol- 
lowed, declared  emphatically  against  the 
course  auggeated  by  Mr.  Marcil  being 
adopted.  He  asserted  that  French  Can- 
adians in  Ontario  had  no  real  grievances 
and  that  they  had  been  really  granted 
concessions. 

The  debate  was  continued  by  Paul 
Lamarche,  Conservative  member  for 
NIcoIet.  who  spoke  In  support  of  the 
resolution,  J.  A.  Robb.  Liberal  member 
for  Huntington,  who  did  the  same,  and 
by  H.  B.  Morphy.  of  North  Perth,  who 
opposed  it. 

OokdMleu  ta  Went 

Then  came  Hon.  Frank  Oliver,  who 
explained  why  in  the  West  it  is  desir- 
able to  recognise  only  one  language  In 
connection  with  educational  matters.  He 
said  that  owing  to  the  nature  of  the 
country  and  the  climatic  oondltlomk 
which  make  It  poasibio  to  keep  the 
schools  open  only  aix  montha  In  the 
year,  the  Weetem  people  could  not 
afford  the  luxury  of  more  than  one  Ian. 
guage  even  If  they  wanted  to  do  so. 
The  purpose  of  the  West  was  to  edu- 
eaU  the  children  of  the  prairies  so  that 
they  would  be  well  equipped  for  the 
battle  of  life,  and  this  meant  that  they 
must  bo  Uught  English.  Defending  the 
acUon  of  the  Manitoba  Government,  Mr. 
outer  aald  that  It  waa  necessary  be- 
eause  of  undeelrable  conditions  which 
had  been  created.  Mr.  Oliver  did  not 
discusB  the  merits  of  the  Saatom  bi- 
lingual issue,  but  expressed  regret  that 
it  had  been  brought  up  In  the  Houae. 

The  debate  waa  continued  by  Mr. 
Claude  Macdonnell.  Hon.  Oeo.  P.  Gra- 
ham. Sir  George  Footer,  Mr.  Fred  Par- 
dee, Hon.  C.  J.  Doherty  and  aeveral 
other  mambera  of  tho  Hooae. 

Sir  George  Footer  expreseed  regret 
that  tho  matter  Imd  been  made  a  aub- 
Jaet  of  debate:  Tba  lawa  of  Ontario 
ware  being  broken  and  the  eupportare 
of  tbe  resolution  would  condone  thia. 
Tbe  reaolntton  waa  qaite  futile  of  par>

Thua  ended  dramatically  a  counter- 
plot asainet  the  man,  engineered  bjr 
Charlee  do  Woody,  special  asent  of  the 
Cnlted  Htates  Department  of  Justice 
In  Cleveland,  whoee  aid  In  trapplnsthe 
would-be  dynanfter  waa  aousht  here 
two  daya  ago  by  th«  Auetro-Huhsarlan 
oonaul,  Kmeet  Ludwis.

A  majority  of  the  committee  support- 
ed Herr  von  Payer  In  the  opinion  that 
Dr.  Llebknecht  had  forfeited  parliamen- 
tary immunity. 

Herr  von  Payer  save  the  following 
account  of  the  arreat: 

"On  May  1,  Dr.  Llebknecht  partici- 
pated In  a  peace  demonstration  at  the 
Votedamntar  Plata.  The  population  oe- 
cama  excited,  and  shouted.  'Down  with 
the  war!'  'Down  with  the  Kaiser!'  Dr. 
l.>lel>knecht  bad  arransed  the  entire 
demonstration  throush  his  pamphleta. 
When  arreoted,  Jte  reslated  vIolenUy, 
but  at  laat  he  waa  knocked  down  and 
overpowered  by  the  poHce.  The  excited 
crowd  threatened  to  lynch  the  police, 
but  waa  dispersed  by  the  militia.  There 
I*  no  dOubt  that  Llebknecht  by  his  atti- 
tude aeslated  the  enemy."

Actlvltlea  continue  before  Verdun 
with  nothing  that  can  be  called  decialva 
on  either  aide.

It-  Is  fair  to 
claim  that  the  advantage  oontlnues  to 
be  on  the  aide  of  the  French. 

The  newa  from  the  Italian  campaign 
haa  Altered  out  very  slowly,  but  the 
latest  received  Indicates  that  our  Ally 
la  likely  to  occupy  Trent  before  long. 
This  was  one  of  the  two  chief  objects 
of  the  Italian  commander,  the  other  be- 
ing the  capture  of  Ooritta.  The  latter 
is  proving  more  dlflloult  than  seemed 
probable  earlier  In  the  campaign;  tha 
advance  on  Trent  both  by  way  of  the 
Sugano  Valley  and  from  the  head  of 
Lake  Oa^da  having  progressed  very 
favorably  until  Interrupted  by  Winter. 
With  Spring  the  forward  movement  haa 
been  reaumed  and  General  Cadoma  la 
very  confident  of  a  successful  reeult. 


A  critic  of  the  war  poinU  out  that  It 
wae  never  the  Intention  of  the  Russian 
military  authorltiea  to  invade  Prussia 
at  the  early  sUges  of  the  conflict,  but 
only  to  guard  their  own  frontiers  until 
the  forcee  could  be  mebtllaed.  The  sen- 
sational Invasion  of  Pruaalan  territory 
waa,  he  aaya.  undertaken  for  the  aola 
purpoae  of  relieving  the  preaaure  upon 
rranca.  It  compelled  Iha  withdrawal  of 
aeveral  army  corpa  from  the  Weet  and 
made  poeaible  the  victory  of  the  Uarne. 
It  waa  never  expected  In  Petrograd  that 
the  Intaaton  would  be  puahed  very  far, 
and  It  waa  undertaken  aa  a  deliberate 
aacrlflce  to  the  neeeasitles  of  htr  Ally, 
Fimnce.  It  eost  Russia  a  whole  army, 
but  the  result  waa  cheap  at  th«  prlee^ 
for  It  kept  the  Germans  out  of  Parts. 

It  la  not  neceaaaty  to  iBQuIre  what 
would  have  happened  la  France  If  Ger- 
many had  not  been  compelled  to  divert 
many  thousand  men  to  the  Mastara 
front.  The  great  fact  ramalas  that 
Raaala's  vast  "forlorn  hope"  was  tha 
taming  po4nt  of  the  war.  By  her  aaerU 
Ace  aha  did  what  ahe  oouM  to  ensara 
ultimate  triumph.  Thla  splendid  aet 
must  never  be  forgotten.

And,  it 
might  be  added,  their  showing  can  be 
talten  as  an  aawer  to  some  of  the  hypo- 
orltical  reflectlona  that  have  tioen  made 
upon  Americans  themselves  and  a  chal- 
lenge to  tha  aaaertlona  that  Americana 
would  B6t.maet  the  test  if  they  were 
called  upon.  The  border  iflvidlng  the 
RepTibllo  and  the  Dominions  doea  not 
aeparato  two  people,  of  different  type. 
Bfcther  la  It  merely  a  let  line  dividing 
nelgbbora  of  the  aam^  kind.  Above 
everything  elae.  they  are  alike  in  learn- 
ing to  know  and  value  liberty.  That  en- 
joyment of  Iit>erty  haa  not  softened 
ithem  beyond  all  powifbility  of  defend- 
ing It  la  atlll  pretty  evident. 

'  We  believe  thla  la  true,  and  that  if 
ever  the  time  comea  when  Uncle  Sam'a 
boya  are  called  upon  to  prove  the  atuff 
of  which  they  are  made,  they  will  dem- 
onstrate their  worth.  Perhapa  they 
may  have  aome  thing,  to  learn  flrat, 
mak  aapaclally  that  their  country  la 
really  a  nation  and  that  when  it  apeaka 
it  apeak,  tor  every  -anan  under  the  Star. 
and  Stripes.      ^

Welt  am  Montag,  a  widely  clrculatod 
weekly  newspaf>er  published  in  Berlin, 
expecto  peace  in  the  Autumn.  It  gives 
the  following  reasons  for  holding  this 
opinion: 

Tha  great  council  recently  held  In 
Paris,  according  to  the  unanimous  re- 
ports of  British,  French  and  neutral 
newspapsra  not  only  decided  to  exer- 
clae  a  aharper  pressure  on  neutral  trade, 
but  to  proaecute  a.  co-ordinated  attack 
on  all  fronts  with  all  the  means  at  their 
disposal.  We  have  a  right  to  be  some- 
what sceptical  with  regard  to  theae  re- 
ports. "Wolf!  wolf!"  has  been  cried  so 
offbn.  But  this  time  we  expect  some- 
thing. In  the  nature  of  the  caae,  and 
under  exlatlng  clrcumatancea,  the  Eng- 
liah  troopa  muat  aoon  come  into  action, 
and  the  noticeable  silence  prevailing  on 
this  point  atrengthena  our  belief. 

The  conference  at  Parla  and  the 
apeech  on  peace  oondltlona  delivered  re- 
cently by  the  Chancellor  lead  ua  to  aup- 
poae  that  we  atand  before  the  declaive 
laat  phaae  of  the  war.  We  must  brace 
ouraelvee  up  for  a  last  attempt,  eapecial- 
ly of  our  Weetorn  enemies:  also,  per- 
hapa, for  an  advance  of  the  armies  at 
Salonlca.  Should  It  really  be  true  what 
Is  said  about  the  enemy  conference  at 
Paris,  we  may  reckon  that  the  Summer 
will  bring  with  It  the  military  decision 
and  the  preliminary  condltlona  of 
peace. 

In  view  of  the  cloae  eupervlalon  by 
tha  German  authorltiea  of  what  appeara 
In  the  preaa,  the  publication  of  the 
above  la  very  illuminating.  .  It  la,  and 
la  Intended  to  .be.  a  note  of  alarm.  The 
expreeaion  uaed  in  connection  with  our 
own  forcea  meana  much.  It  drawa  at- 
tention to  a  fact  which  the  Brltlah  peo- 
ple have  been  very  alow  to  appreciate, 
namely,  that  our  grdat  new  army  haa 
yet  to  make  its  tremendous  force  felt. 
The  Berlin  paper  realises  that  if  Ger- 
many has  not  been  able  to  ntake  head- 
way against  the  AUiea  in  the  West  with 
only  a  relatively  email  part  of  that 
army  actively  engaged.  Its  chancss  of 
doing  so  when  our  might  haa  t>een  put 
forth .  to  the  full  will  be  greatly  leaa 
than  they  have  been.  It  waa  no  part 
of  the  plans  of  the  Kaiser  to  carry  on  a 
war  until  the  (British  Empire  became  or. 
ganised  for  land  lighting  on  a  atupen> 
dooa  acale. 

We.  have  aald  the  article  from  the 
German  paper  la  Intended  aa  a  note  of 
alarm,  by  which  we  mean  that  it  la  de- 
algned  to  arouae  the  German  people  to 
the  neccaaity  of  even  a  greater  effort 
than  they  have  yet  made.  Peaeo  la  to 
come  In  the  Autumn.  Whether  It  will 
be  peace  with  honor  to  Germany  or  peace 
with  dlaaator  will  dec>end  upon  the  re- 
eult of  what  we  are  told  la  the  laat 
phase  of  the  war. 

Tha  Brahtford  Bxpoaltor.  speaking  of 
the  shortage  of  men  In  Canada  for  farm 
work,  aska  what  the  women  of  Canada 
contemplato  doing  to  make  up  the  de- 
fldeney.  In  the  United  Kingdom  and 
on  the  Continent  tbo  women  are  doing 
wonders  In  the  way  of  meeting  a  eondl- 
tlOB  now  being  felt  to  a  alight  extent 
In  the  Domlnloo.    ' 


Slr.^ — In  the  poet  office  a  few  days  ago 
I  obaorved  a  young  woman  placing  a 
money  order  In  an  envelope  that  bore 
the  printed  address  of  a  large  depart- 
meatol  store  in  Winnipeg.  The  reason, 
of  couree,  1  do  not  know,  but  I  sur- 
mised. 

I  do  know,  however,  that  <iulte  a  few 
of  our  eeteemed  cltisens  remit  frequent- 
ly vry  substontial  amounto  of  Victoria

To  keep  all  the  money  possible  cir- 
culating In  our  own  eommvtnlt^  Is  not 
only  essential  la  the  preaent  atrenuoua 
ttmea  but  iiatrlotlc,  inaamuch  aa  the 
merchanto  of  a  city  aupply  the  great 
bulk  of  voluntory  aubacrlptiona  which 
are  conaUntly  in  demand  for  iacal  aide 
isauea  of  the  war.

It 
circulatee  In  our  town,  and  we  all  b«ne- 
flt  therefrom,  and  by  chance  it  might 
comelMusk  to  ua  Money  aeni  to  Seattle 
or  the  eaat,  however,  not  only  robe  Vic- 
toria of  the  monetary  good,  but  the 
apeoder'a  chance  of  ever  fondling  the 
coin  again  la  abeolutely  nil.  Moreover, 
the  gooda  bought  for  It  la  no  cheaper 
or  'better,  quality  considered,  than  could 
be  purchaaed  in  our  own  Victoria,  from 
an  obliging,  courteoua  aaleaman.  who  la 
anxloua  to  pleaae.

lat.  If  it  la  the  roada  that  cause  such 
accidents  the  defect  should  be  remedied 
and  the  parties  responaible  brought  to 
account  and  the  roads  placed  in  good 
shape. 

2nd.  If  intoxicating  liquors  were  the 
cause  of  the  accident,  where  was  this 
liquor  obtained?  and  who  supplied  it? 
Home  one  should  be  held  responsible  for 
supplying    this. 

if  we,  aa  dtisena,  think  so  lightly  of 
the  Uvea  of  young  people  aa  to  let  the 
case  drbp  without  further  comment.  I 
ccnaider  we  are  not  taking  the  re- 
Bponalbllity  we  should  upon  our  ahoul- 
ders.  and  I  for  one  am  prepared  to'take 
that  stand  and  have  the  matter  made 
clear  to  the  bereaved  widow  and 
parents. 

In  conclusion,  with  regard  to  the  re- 
marks about  young  girls  being  seendrtv. 
ing  at  a  hich  rate  of  speed,  I  must  ad- 
mit you  seldom  hear  of  an  accident 
a-hen  a  lady  is  at  the  wheel,  although 
I  certainly  do  not  approve  of  anyone 
driving  at  a  dangerous  speed.

Lieut  Arthur  B.  Bogga.  of  the  XNk 
iadlan  Lanoera,  has  been  wounded  whUa 
serving  with  bis  unit  In  France,  accord- 
ing to  word  received  by  bis  father,  ICr. 
Beaumont  Bogga,  of  IISS  Catherln* 
Utreet  Victoria  West 

Lieut  Bogga  la  very  well  known  in 
Vtetorla,  and  baa  a  boat  of  latlmnta 
frlenda  who  will  learn  of  hla  Injury 
with  pained  surprise,  and  look  forward 
to  bis  recovery  with  a  sense  of  anxletF* 
He  la  a  brother  of  the  late  Lieut  Har^ 
bert  Bogga,  who  left  here  with  thefirat 
draft  from  the  88th  Victoria  FualUen^ 
and  who  waa  the  flrat  local  officer  to 
be  killed  la  action. 

Bom  in  tbia  city,  Lieut  Bogga  spent 
practloally  all  hla  life  In  Victoria.  Ba 
received  hla  early  education  at  theloeal 
pubUo  acbools  and  graduated  into  tba 
Mlgh  School,  aubaequently  going  to 
Klngaton  to  attend  the  Royal  Military 
College.  Ue  waa  keenly  intereated  in 
nUlttary  life,  and  when  he  completed  bis 
Vaining  at  that  institution  hla  only 
desire  waa  to  Join  the  Imi>erlal  forcea 

He  received  hla  commisaion  in  the 
lirltlah  army  about  four  yeara  ago,  and 
left  Canada  for  India  ahortly  after- 
warda.  Hla  flrat  year  in  the  service 
waa  apent  with  a  battalion  of  the  I^an- 
eaabire  Fualllers,  it  being  a  apedal 
stipulation  that  all  cavalry  officers  In 
th«  Imperial  force  muat  serve  their  first 
year  In  a  line  regiment  Mr.  Bogga, 
after  finishing  hla  year  with  the  Lan- 
caahlrea,  became  attached  to  the  14tta 
Hussara,  and  subaequently  to  the  2Sth 
Indian  Lancera,  with  taeadquartera  In 
the  vicinity  of  Poonah. 

When  the  war  broke  out  a  large  de- 
tachment of  the  SSth  La:noera  were  aent 
to  the  front  In  Prance  with  the  First 
Indian  Contingent.  Lieut.  Begge,  how- 
ever, waa  choaen  to  remain  in  India  to 
help  In  recruiting  the  regiment-  to  full 
atrength  and  training  the  new  troopa 
In  thia  taak  be  waa  engaged  until  laat 
December,  when  he  was  aent  to  France 
in  command  of  a  draft  of  the  Indian 
troops  that  he  had  helped  to  Inatruct 
In  the  rudiments  of  warfare.  While  in 
the  war  tone,  he  was  stationed  in  the 
rear  of  a  portion  of  the  French  army. 
The  tStb  Lancera  formed  part  of  the 
vast  reaerve  columna  during  the  de- 
fence of  Verdun,  and  the  heavy  fighting 
along  that  i>ortlon  of  the  line. 

Partlculara  regarding  the  clrcum- 
atancea  under  which  he  waa  wounded 
are  acanty,  and  it  la  only  known  that 
he  waa  conveyed  to  a  French  hospital 
on  May  6,  a  telegram  from  the  Indian 
Office   announcing   thia   fact.

Before  Lampman,  Co. J.) 
iRpgerson  A  Moss  vs.  Cosh:  The 
plaintiffs  sue  for  the  recovery  of  an 
inatalment  due  under  an  agreement  for 
the  aale  of  lattd.  By  agreement  of 
sale  dated  29th  August  1912,  one 
Clarke  agreed  to  sell  his  ISO  acres  of 
land  in  Metchosin  distrct  to  the  plan- 
tlfts  (Rogerson  *  Moss)  for  |U,000, 
13,700  of  which  waa  paid  in  caah  and 
the  balance  of  17,300  vraa  payable  in 
five  equal  Ihatalmenta  of  |1,460  on  the 
29th  of  Auguat  in  each  of  the  yeara 
191S.  1914,  1918.  191S  and  1917,  to- 
gether with  Intereat.  There  was  a 
provlao  that  the  purchaaera  might  pay 
off  at  any   time. 

The  plalntlffa  then  formed  a  ayndi- 
cate,  aubdivlded  the  160  acrea  and  aold 
a  portion — 10.68  acrea  to  one  Vinall — 
by  agreement  of  aale  dated  ISth  March, 
191S:  the  purchaae  price  waa  $7,000,  of 
which  |4,S00  was  paid  in  caah  and  the 
balance  waa  payable  in  ^hree  equal 
yearly  paymenU  of  9800,  on  the  18th 
daya   of  March,    1916,    1918   and   1917. 

By  agreement  dated  the  aame  day 
the  plaintiffs  agreed  to  sell  to  them- 
selves and  Vinall  another  portion — 
— 6.18  acrea— of  the  subdivided  land 
at  the  price  of  |1,860,  $450  of  which 
was  stated  to  have  been  paid  in  cash 
and  the  Iwlance  waa  payable  In  equal 
Inatalmenta  of  9860  on  the  18th  daya 
of  March  In  the  yeara  1914.  1916,  1916 
and  1917.  Theae  laat  two  agreementa 
have  no  provlao  allowing  payment  off 
at  any  time. 

Then  on  29th  August  1918,  Vinall 
assigned  his  agreement  of  aale  of  the 
10.68  acrea  to  th^  defendant  Coah,  who 
agreed  to  pay  the  balance — 92,400 — then 
remaining  unpaid   by  VInall. 

By  agreement  dated  9th  September, 
1914.  Vinall  and  the  plalntlffa  Joined 
In  an  agreement  of  aale  of  the  6.18 
acrea  to  the  defendant  Coah;  $76  waa 
pad  In  caah  and  the  balance  of  $1,926 
waa  payable  In  Inatalmenta.  thua: 
$426  on  18th  March,  1915,  and  then  two 
equal  Inatalmenta  of  $760  each  on  the 
18th  daya  of  March.  1918  and  1917,  to- 
gether  with   intereat 

Thia  agreement  la  algned  by  Coah, 
the  defendant  but  he  aaya  a  copy  was 
never  delivered  to  him,  although  be 
called  at  the  office  of  plalntlffa  aev- 
eral  timea  and  waa  told  It  had  gone  to 
Winnipeg  for  Vknaira  signature  and 
had  not  been  returned.  However, 
Coah  took  poaaeaalon  of  the  land  and 
nothing  tuma  on  hla  failure  to  get  hla 
copy  of  the  agreement.  It  la  the  In- 
stalment of  $426,  due  March  18,  1916, 
that  the  plaintiffs  are  now  claiming  in 
tbia  action. 

By  Indenture  dated  Auguat  7.  1914. 
Vinall  aaalgned  to  Rogeraon  4k  Moaa 
all  hie  Intereet  In  the  agreement  of 
March  18,  1918 — Rogeraon  A  Moaa  to 
Vinall,    Rogeraon   4fc    Moaa. 

The  ten-acre  piece  of  land  had  a 
houae  and  barn  on  It,  and  on  May  SO, 
1916,  the  houae  burned.  At  thia  time 
defendant  waa  behind  In  hla  Inatal- 
menta on  both  the  ten-acre  and  flve- 
ac're  plecea  He  then  came  to  VIotora 
and  aaw  plalntlffa,  who  preeented  him 
with  the  account  dated  May  81,  1916, 
ahowing  the  amounta  overdue,  and  he 
then  algned  an  order  that  the  amount 
— $4S6 — ahould  be  paid  to  plaintiffs  out 
of  the  Inaurance  money  oomlng  to 
him. 

Thia  waa  vaHed  by  the  partlea  and 
the  Insurance  money  was  paid  on'  the 
ten-acre  purchase  money  and  Cosh  ob- 
Ulned  the  title  to  it  and  borrowed 
money  on  it  promising  to  pay  plain- 
tiffs what  was     due  on     the     five-acre

In  the  or- 
dinary course  of  ovent%  MalatlSa 
would  have  paid  Clarke  off.  and  there 
was  no  provlaion  that  any  portlona 
would  be  released  by  Clarke  before  his 
whole  sale  price  was  paid  him.  De- 
fendant knew  that  plaintiffs'  title  was 
based  on  agreements  of  sale,  and  It 
must  not  be  forgotten  that  plaintiffs 
always  had  It  In  their  power  to  get  a 
conveyance  from  Clarke  on  paying  the 
purchase  money.  It  may  have  been 
somewhat  careless  on  defendant'  >  part 
to  entor  Into  styh  en  arrangement,  but 
that  Is  not  a  sufficient  reason  for  hold- 
ing him  at  liberty  to  repudiate. 

I  cannot  see  an/  obstacle  in  the  way 
of  plaintiffs'  power  to  convey  the  fee 
to  defendant  except  a  pecuniary  one; 
they  had  kept  their  payments  up  to  the 
original  vendor,  and  they  say  they 
wei|p  In  a  position  to  pay  the  balance, 
and  the  fact  that  they  have  now,  and 
without  the  money  which  they  ex- 
pected to  get  from  the  defendant,  pro- 
cured the  title  to  the  land  abows  that 
their  statement  is  correct. 

In  Camberwell  4k  South  Iiondon 
Building  Socety  vs.  Holloway  (1S79) 
IS  Cta.D.  at  p.  7IS,  Jessel,  M.It.,  anys: 
"The  general  rule  is  that  a  man  makes 
a  good  title  by  showing  a  good  equit- 
able Utle  and  power  to  get  in  the  legal 
estate.  Tou  are  not  bound  to  trace 
the  legal  esute  further  than  to  show 
that  you  can  get  at  It"  And  furthor 
on  In  his  Judgment  he  says:  "All  these 
objections  are  as  vain  and  as  frivolous, 
if  the  man  really  wanted  the  property, 
as  can  be  Imagined,  and  the  only  pos- 
sible explanation  to  be  given  of  It  Is 
that  be  Is  endeavoring  by  every  pos- 
sible HMons  In  his  power  to  get  off  his 
bargain,"  observations  which.  I  think, 
may  be  applied  to  this  ease.

H.  B.  Young  (Atlln),  whoaa  reoolutlon 
to  add  to  clauae  IS  an  addiUon  which 
would  have  placed  the  aupervtalon  of  the 
ralea.  bylaws,  ate.,  of  the  proposed  Aa- 
aocUtlon  under  tha  CoUega  of  Surgeons 
waa  defeated  the  pravloaa  afternoon 
after  lengthy  dlacuaatan.  whleh  did  not 
terminate  until  after  •  o'clock,  inquired 
of  Mr.  H.  H.  WaUon  (Vancouver)  If  the 
latter  had  Uken  any  steps  to  aacerUln 
if  the  vote  then  Uken  had  been  contrary 
to  tha  rulea  of  the  House.  Dr.  Toung 
recalled  that  Mr.  Speaker  had  called  the 
attention  of  tha  membora  of  the  Houao 
to  the  fact  that  conunlttaa  dlaouaslon  on 
a  measure  after  t  p.m.  waa  contrary  to 
the  mlaa.  It  waa  true,  Dr.  Toung 
aUted.  that  when  he  had  asked  Mr. 
Speaker  If,  by  that  rule,  the  action  of 
the  House  committee  in  defeating  his 
amendment  was  legal,  tha  Speaker  had 
refuaad  to  give  him  a  ruling,  but  per- 
Aapa  the  member  for  Vancouver,  In  vlaw 
of  the/fact  that  he  was  sponsor  for  the 
measure  and  doubtless  desirous  of  aaa*. 
log  it  put  through  In  a  proper  manner, 
had  taken  palna  to  aecure  a  ruling. 

"I  am  quIU  satisfied,"  retorted  Mr. 
Wataon.  "If  you  dealra  a  ruling,  you 
can  aak  Mr.  Speaker." 


The  chief  discussion  centred  on  sec- 
tion tl,  providing  that  if  an  applicant 
for  admlaslon  to  the  Association  pasaatf" 
the  examination  required  UMjUbOiilA  ba 
reglatered  and  permitted  to  append  the 
lettera  "R.Q.N."  to  her  nam.  showing 
she  waa  registered. 

Dr.  Toung  moved  that  a<  addltmf  to 
the  clause  be  made  to  thi;  effaet  th^t 
any  nurae  who  had  received  tralninig  In 
a  licensed  maternity  hospital  for  hot 
less  than  one  year,  and  hsfl  atteaded  at 
leaat  twenty  midwifery  oa«ea  ahould. 
upon  passing  an  examination  touching 
upon  her  fltneaa  and  capacity,  and  on 
payment  of  the  regiatratlon  fee,  be  ad- 
mitted to  practice  aa  a  maternity  nuraa. 
Alao  Dr.  Toung  wanted  a  further  addi- 
tion to  the  Act  providing  that  any 
woman  of  good  moral  character  who 
aatisfled  three  medical  practitioners 
that  she  had  pracUsed  midwifery  for 
two  years  in  the  Province  sl)ould  be 
riBgistered  as  a  maternity  nuraa  without 
examination  at  any  time  within  six 
months  after  the  passing  of  the  Act. 

Dr.  Young  pointed  out  that  In  many 
oountries,  notably  the  Old  Country,  the 
practice  of  midwifery  was  looked  upon 
aa  a  profeaslon  applicable  to  thoae  other 
than  graduate  nurses,  and  legislation 
regulating  them  had  beea,  passed,  ile 
pointed  to  the  acat tared  areas  in  British 
Columbia  where  medical  advice  waa  not 
alwaya  obtainable,  or  only  after  oon- 
alderable  delay,  aa  good  reaaon  why 
women  In  poaaeaalon  of  the  requlalte 
knowledge  In  maternity  aaaea  ahould  ba 
permitted  to  praotlsa. 

Ut.  WaUon  said  that  under  tha  Act 
a  midwife  could  be  registered  provided 
she  could  produce  certificates  from  three 
medical  practitioners  that  she  had  three 
years'  experience.  There  waa  nothing 
in  the  Aot  to  prevent  such  a  woman 
practising  so  long  aa  she  did  not  aaaume 
the  title  of  registered  nurse. 

■aaaad  Slaanaalaa 

The  diacuaslon  became  heated  when 
Dr.  Toung,  referring  to  Mr.  Watson's 
remarks  of  the  afternoon  before  anent 
the  former's  alleged  lack  of  experience 
aa  a  practitioner  for  twenty  yeara  paat, 
declared  he  thought  he  waa  quite  In 
order  In  reading  the  Vancouver  member 
a  lecture  upon  the  amenities  af  debate. 
Mr.  Watson  'had  aaaalled  his  (Dr. 
Toung'a)  professional  knowledge.  He 
could  have  replied  in  kind  but  had  not 
done  so,  but  he  waa  convinced  ha  waa 
more  competent  to  Judge  the  queatloa 
than  the  member  for  Vancouver,  whoaa 
reawrks  showed  he  was  not  competent 
to  submit  the  bill  to  the  House.  Tha 
bill  was  misleading  In  that  a  layman 
reading  it  and  seelnf  a  nurae  using  tha 
letters  "R.O.N."  after  her  aaoM,  would 
consider  she  bad  pasaed  an  axarnlnation 
in  the  aubjecta  mentioned  In  the  bill 
when,  aa  a  matter  of  fact,  abe  had  not 
It  was  a  question  which  ^iniff iry 
much  larger  meaning  than  Just  merely 
how  it  might  affect  the  nuraea.  A 
woman  who  had  practlaed  midwifery 
waa  more  competent  in  that  aubject  than 
a  general  nuraa  would  be. 

Mr.  Watson  argued  that  tha  nurse 
would  receive  training  In  that  branch 
In  the  hOBpiuls,  but  Dr.  Toung  maln- 
Ulned  they  got  no  such  training  except 
in  hospiuis  which  poaaeased  depart- 
manta  for  that  claaa  of  oaaa  and  most 
of  the  nurses  who  graduated  did  not 
have  any  experience  In  that  line. 

FlnaUy  It  was  decided  to  allow  tha 
section  to  stand  over,  as  well  aa  Dr. 
Toung'a  suggested  amendments. 

Other  sections  came  tn  ftfr  more  or 
less  discussion,  but  it  waa  decided  to 
postpone  discussion,  and  tha  cammlttea 
roae  and  asked  leave  to  alt  again.

General  approval  of  Bill  No.  41, 
which  Is  being  brought  down  during 
the  present  session  of  the  Legislature. 
was  expreased  yeeterday  at  a  meeting 
of  the  special  shipbuiiding 
of  the  Board  of  Trade. 

The  membera  preaent  at 
Ing,  namely,  Meaars.  J.  o. 
chairman;  H.  F.  Bullen,  C. 
J.  J.  Shallcross,  Capt.  W.  H.  Logan  and 
Mr.  C.  H.  Lugrln,  president  of  the 
board,  were  all  thoroughly  conversant 
with  the  various  clauses  of  the  bill, 
■apd  tha  consenauB  of  opinion  wii  iHaT 
the  meaaure  proposed  was  a  very  ear- 
nest attempt  on  the  part  of  the  Oov- 
ernment  to  aid  shipbuilding,  as  re- 
quested by  the  Board  of  Trade  and 
other  organiaations  throughout  the 
Province. 

It  waa  recognised  thj^t  the  question 
was  bristling  with  dlfflcul*«es,  and  it 
would  therefore  be  untimely  to  be 
critical  at  present.  The  working  of  the 
bill  would  afford  an  opportunity  to  see 
later  where  the  doflciencles  were,  if 
such  there  might  be. 

After  a  careful  peruaal  of  the  bill, 
exception  waa  Uken  to  clause  64, 
which  provides  for  the  establishment 
of  shipbuilding  planU.  This  goes  be- 
yond what  the  Board  of  Trade  advo- 
cated. Only  the  advlaartillity  of  giving 
assistance  to  ships  carrying  the  natural 
produce  of  the  Province  has  been  urged 
in  the  past 

It  waa  felt  that  the  cUuse  might  be 
deleted  from  the  bill  without  depre- 
ciating Ita  value. 

It  was  also  thought  well  to  ask  that 
no  advance  should  be  made  by  the 
Oovernment  in  aid  of  the  construction 
of  shlpa  till  they  were  actually  com- 
pleted unleas  adequate  security  had 
been  given  for  the  completion  of  the 
Vessel. 

The  committee  decided  to  offer  the 
suggestions  proposed  to  the  Oovern- 
ment and  then  allow  matters  to  rest. 
It  being  thought  that  the  bill  was,  lii 
all  other  respects,  admirably  adapted 
to  the  needs. of  the  Province. 

It  is  underetood  that  the  committee 
will  also  convey  iu  congrataUtiona  to 
the  Oovernment  for  bringing  down  the 
bill,  the  tlmelineaa  of  the  act  aa  well 
as  Its  undoubted  effect  upon  the  shlp- 
bulldlhg  and  export  industries  of 
British  Columbia  being  fully  realised^

The  value  of  advertising  to  all  busi- 
ness  houses  and  the  methods  to  be  pric- 
tlaed  in  order  to  make  publicity  effec- 
Uva  formed  the  topic  of  an  address 
given  yesterday  by  Mr.  A.  Victor  Clarko, 
of  the  Clafke-Wllson  Company,  befi>re 
the  Rotary  Club,  at  its  weekly  luncheon 
In  tha  Empress  Hotel. 

Mr.  Clarke  mentioned  several  i  rin- 
eiplos  that  ahould  alwaya  he  ^rne  In 
mind  and  followed  by  advertising  ex- 
parts,  probably  the  most  important  be- 
ing to  glva  apeelal  attention  to  the 
neede  of  each  individual  patron.  It  waa 
useless,  he  said,  to  uae  one  detlnlte  rule 
with  every  advertiser,  and  the  nM>de  of 
advertising  should  be  specially  arranged 
ao  aa  to  give  the  beat  poaslblo  results. 
The  duty  of  every  commercial  adver- 
tiser waa  to  guide  hla  customers  and  to 
aee  that  thalr  advartlalng  policy  was 
Judiciously  carried  out  To  publicity,  as 
well  as  to  all  other  adjuncts  of  success- 
ful buslaoss,  experience  was  essentlaL 

Spaamodle  advertlaing  was  con- 
damned  by  Mr.  Clarke,  who  aald  that 
while  It  might  aeeompliah  results  for 
the  time  being.  It  waa  neeasaary  to  uae 
persistence  and  system  In  ordar  to 
aohleve  continuous  suoceao.  Maoufac- 
turera  ahould  keep  their  product  coa- 
atantly  before  the  eyes  of  the  publla 
Ih  order  to  maintain  thair  voluuia  ot 
sales. 

As  to  the  appropriation  that  should  be 
made  for  advertlaing.  Mr.  Clarke 
thought  that  flrma  would  be  Jastiflad  in 
giving  at  least  two  or  three  per  cent  of 
their  total  turnover  every  year.

Many  are  apt  to  think  of  amateur 
theatrical  performances  as  a  dull,  tlre- 
aome.  and  generally  uncomfortable  way 
of  spending  what  might  otherwise  have 
been  an  enjoyable  evening.  There  la  a 
pleaaant  surprise  in  store  for  such  peo- 
ple in  the  presentation  of  Jerome  K. 
Jerome's  comedy.  "Fanny  and  the  Ser- 
vant Problem."  t>y  the  Players'  Club  of 
the  University  of  British  Columbia.  At 
the  close  of  the  firat  performance  of 
this  play  in  Vancouver  earlier  in  the 
year,  a  prominent  barrister  remarked. 
"I  went  through  a  aenae  of  duty,  ex- 
pecting to  be  bored:  and  I  spent  one  of 
the  most  pleasant  eveninga  that  I  have 
ever  had  inside  the  walls  of  a  the- 
atre." Such  a  tribute  waa  high  praise 
indeed,  coming  aa  It  did  from  a  man 
who  was  accustomed  to  the  highest 
type  of  professional  acting. 

Apart  altogether  from  the  plot,  which 
is  up  to  Mr.  Jerome'a .  usual  standard 
of  humor,  the  setting  of  the  play  la 
truly  delightful.

The  stuffy  atmo- 
sphere of  Bantock  Hall,  oppreasive  with 
its  long  etandlng  formalllty,  Is  permeat- 
ed with  a  freahneas  that  emanatea  from 
the  peraonality  of  the  fascinating 
Kanny.  And  when  a  crowd  of  pretty 
chorus  girls  from  the  London  music- 
hall  stage  burst  upon  the  scene — one 
.can  Imagine  the,  oonstemation  of  that 
very  proper  household.

WASHINGTON.  May  11.— TBe  Ameri- 
can Qovemment  is  preparing  to  protest 
to  Oreat  Britain  against  its  policy  of 
refusing  td  allow  the  ghlpment  of  hos- 
pital BuppUea  by  the  American  Red 
Cross  to  Germany  and  her  alllea.  Sec- 
retary Lansing  received  a  letter  today 
from  former  Preeldent  Taft,  chairman 
of  the  Central  Committee  of  the  Red 
Cross,  urging  such  action,  and  It  waa 
learned  tonight  that  the  subject  woul^ 
be  taken  up  with  the  Britlab  OpvMrB- 
ment  in  the  near  future. 

Mr.  Taft'a  letter  revealed  for  the  first 
time  that  Oreat  Britain  formally  had 
declined  to  Issue  permits  for  shipments 
of  supplies  to  the  Central  Powers  except 
when  Intended  for  American  hospital 
units.  This  exception,  Mr.  T^  do- 
clarea,  waa  worthless,  because  on  ae- 
oouat  of  lack  of  fuada.  the  Red  Cross 
had  malnUlned  no  unlU  In  the  belliger- 
ent countries  since  last  October.

Some  knowl- 
edge of  elementary  navigation  la  desir- 
able. Oflficars  have  no  englneeijng  du- 
tlea  to  perform.  The  selected  candidates 
will  be  provisionally  entered  in  Canada, 
and  aent  at  once  to  England  where, 
their  entry  being  oonflrmed,  they  will 
commence  their  training  forthwith. 

The  training  consists  of  a  month's 
course  in  navigation  at  the  Royal  Naval 
College,  Greenwich,  a  month  or  six 
weeks  at  Southampton  in  the  depot  ship 
H.M.8.  Hermione.  where  the  newly  en- 
tered officer  receives  instruction  in  rifle 
drill,  simple  gunnery,  semiaphore  and 
Morse  signalling,  and  practical  seamen- 
,ahiI^  and.  as  his  training  advancea,  doea 
'duty  In  the  local  patrol  boata.  From 
Southampton  officers  are  drafted  to 
varloua  amall  motor  craft  employed  in 
the  Auxiliary  Patrol,  and  after  two  or 
three  montha'  experience  in  theae  ves- 
sels, proceed  to  Portsmouth  for  a  fur- 
ther course  of  Instmction.  This  eourse 
concludes  the  training  perio(,  and  offi- 
cera  are  then  appointed  to  the  larger 
and  faater  armed  motor  veaaeis  which 
are  engaged  In  patrol  and  other  dutlaa 
around  the  Britlah  coasts  and  la  other 
parta  of  the  world. 

The  men  required  for  engine  room 
duties  need  have  no  previous  experience 
afloat,  but  muat  be  mechanics  by  pro- 
feasion,  with  good  experience  in  the  run- 
ning and  repairing  of  Internal  combus- 
tion engines,  preferably  of  the  gaaollne 
type.  Two  grades  are  required— chief 
motor  boatmen  and  motor  boatmen  "B." 

For  the  higher  rating,  which  corre- 
sponds to  chlsf  petty  officer  in  the  Royal 
Navy,  at  least  five  years'  workshop  ex- 
perience Is  required.  Two  years  in  the 
shops  win  qualify  a  man  for  rating  as

Offleera  and  men  are  entered  for  the 
period  of  hoatllltlea.  and  are  given  free 
transport  to  England  and  back  to  their 
homes  On  receiving  their  discharge.

''  It  was  announced  at  the  local  offices 
of  the  B.  C.  Coast  Service  yesterday 
Wxat  the  little  C.P.R.  steamer  Otter, 
iwhich  has  been  lying  idle  at  this  port 
for  several  months  past,  will  shortlly 
be  placed  in  the  8l<agway  freight  ser- 
vice. 

The  otter   is      to      be   dispatched   for 
Skagway  on  June  16,  and  if  the  amount 
of   freight   offering   for  Alaska  Is   suffi- 
cient she  win  be  continued  in  the  north- 
ern service  during  the  months  of  July 
and  August.     The  class  of  cargo  tb  be 
handled  on  the  Initial  trip  will  be  live- 
stock and  explosives.     This  will  be  the 
first  voyage  of  the  Otter  since  she  was 
wrecked    In    October    last,    when    being 
rushed  to  the  asalatance  of  the  stranded 
steamer     Mariposa.     The     C.P.R.  aban- 
doned the  vessel     to     the  underwriters, 
but    she     was     ultimately    raised    and 
taken  to  Vancouver  for  repairs.

But  trouble  there  was, 
and  the  outcome  of  it  waa  that  the  liner 
suffered  consderable  delay  on  the  day 
of  sailing,  simply  because  130  cooks, 
pantrymen  and  stewards  refused  to  re- 
port for  duty  until  some  definite  ar- 
rngement  had  been  arrived  at  provid- 
ing for  the  care  of  their  injured  ahlp- 
mate  and  guacanteeing  hia  wages 
would  be  paid  pending  complete  recov- 
ery. 

Two  legal  firms  were  dragged  Into 
the  argument  repreaentlng  the  etrlk- 
ess  and  the  company.  The  trouble  broke 
following  the  transfer  of  Lawrence  to 
hoapltal  ashore.  The  stewards  and 
pantrymen,  aa  members  of  the  Feder- 
ated Marine  Stewards  and  Pantrymen's 
Union  of  Australasia,  appointed  a  dele- 
gate, who  waited  on  Capt.  Rolls  and 
asked  that  he  sign  an  agreement  to 
provide  a  certain  sum  per  month  for 
Lawrence's  family  until  such  time  as 
ha  was  able  to  return  to  Sydney.  Capt 
Rolls  agreed  that  this  would  be  done, 
but  declined  to  put  the  undertaking  in 
black  and  white.  Thereupon  over  100 
men  left  the  ship,  breathing  last  ditch 
sentiments. 

Making  their  shore  headquarters  at 
the  Vancouver  Labor  Temple,  the  men 
steadfastly  refused  to  return  to  the 
ship,  and  as  the  hours  began  to  slip 
away  everything  appeared  to  be 
against  the  departure  of  the  liner. 
Many  conferences  were  held,  but  noth- 
ing came   of  them. 

•Veedy  BeUleateat  Beaeked 

A  settlement  waa  speedily  reached, 
however,  following  a  conference  in  the 
Canadian-Australian  agent's  Vancouver 
office.  The  men's  legal  representative 
was  given  a  letter,  signed  by  the  com- 
pany's solicitor,  jfuaranteeing  aid  to 
the  wife  and  children  of  the  Injured 
man  to  the  extent  of  not  less  than  £6 
per  month,  to  be  taken  from  the  sum 
to  be  awarded  him  under  the  Australian 
Workmen's  Compensation  Act  and  to 
be  advanced  until  Lawrence  has  re- 
turned to  Sydney  and  received  his 
award. 

Upon  this  being  explained  to  the  men, 
they  Joyfully  returned  to  the  Niagara 
and  she  sailed  without  further  incident

MONTREAL  PRODUCE 


NKW  YORK.  May  11— Developments 
atlecting  market  conditions  today  were 
mainly  of  a  negative  character.  A  firm 
undertone  prevailed  for  moat  of  the 
session,  with  occasional  lapses  Into  dul- 
ness  and  hesitation.  Lack  of  invest- 
ment demand  and  the  increasing  confu- 
sion arising  from  affairs  in  Mexico  con- 
tributed to  the  restraint  manifested  by 
certain  issves.  Although  a  fairly  large 
number  of  stocks  were  quoted,  the  In- 
quiry, as  usual,  centred  around  the  bet- 
ter known  specialties,  such  aa  Mercan- 
tile Marine,  whKTh  made  gains.  Mex- 
ican Petroleum,  Crucible  Steel,  and 
several   of   the  active   equipmenta 

Mexicans  were  alternately  heavy  and 
strong,  according  to  the  latnst  advices 
or  rumors  from  across  the  border. 
United  Fruit  moved  forward  with  Ma- 
rines. 

United  SUtes  Steel  was  more  actlva 
than  recently.  Further  strength  was 
displayed  by  the  sugar  stocks,  and 
motors  as  a  whole  were  prominent 
Hails  fell  back  to  their  position  of  re- 
cent weeks,  although  C.  P.  R..  North- 
ern Pacific,  and  some  low-priced  stocks 
made  irregular  gains.  Rock  Island 
yielded  more  of  its  recent  advance,  but 
Union  Pacific  was  not  affected  by  the 
decision  of  tha  directors  to  declare  no 
extra  dividend  at  thia  time.  ToUl  sales 
of  stocks  were  445,000  shares. 

Foreign  exchange  markets  threw  no 
new  light  on  financial  conditions 
abroad,  although  the  renewed  strength 
of  marks  suggested  further  liquidation 
of  American  securities  for  German  In- 
terests. Sterling  shaded  a  slight  reac- 
tion and  francs  were  steady.

Scott:  II«  aald  Phil  Hobortson  had  sMn 
htm  (Macdonald)  ithat  afternoon.  I  told 
him  of  the  trouble  I  wa«  havlnir  with 
tioott  In  regard  to  ffattlnv  the  money, 
and  aaked  why  It  waa  I  could  not  get 
it.  I  told  him  We  had  |136  comlnff  to 
each,  but  I  offered  to  accept  $100  each. 
Mr.  Macdonald  atated  in  effect  that 
there  waa  no  money  available  In  the 
party  fund*  at  that  time;  that  he  had 
only  about  $1S  in  his  pocket  at  that 
time,  and  he  needed  it  for  hla  fare  to 
Victoria,  but  he  ausseated  that  If  we 
could  come  to  Victoria  he  would  Rive 
ua  aome  money  out  of  hla  own  pocket. 
I  told  him  the  money  we  wanted  wan 
for  legitimate  cxpenaea. 

Tou  next  met  him  when? 

On  the  Tueaday  evening  after  the 
Blaster  bank  holiday,  on  QoYernment 
litreet  here  near  the  Poet  Office.  I  talked 
to  him  In  front  of  hla  houae  on  the 
night  of  Monday,  the  bank  holiday'. 
When  w*  met  In  Victoria  on  Tueaday 
night  he  explained  he  had  not  cashed  a 
cheque,  but  he  ifald  he  would  try  to  get 
me  aome  money.  He  did  ao,  and  gave 
me  ISO.  I  waa  to  ring  him  up  at  1:45 
p.m.  I  did  ao  from  the  Bt.  Jamea  Hotel 
to  the  Bmpreaa  Hotel,  and  he  aald  he 
would  meet  me  at  the  aame  place  at  9 
p.m.     He  did  ao,  and  gave  me  the  |60. 

Did  you  have  any  dealings  with  Ash- 
worth  AnOerson? 

We  iMd  a  few  words  Juat  after  the 
election.  He  did  not  know  m*  or  I  him. 
I  dealt  asolualvely  with  no  one  except 
Scott. 

Have  you  ever  been  engaged  In  or- 
ganisation work  for  any  other  political 
purposes. 

No  air.  This  waa  the  first  and  I  hope 
it  will  be  the  laat.

Mr.  Brewster  appealed  to  the  chair- 
man. 

Witness — I  am  sorry,  but  I  am  not  a 
stool  pigeon."  I  will  not  act  in  that 
capacity. 

Mr.  Mackay  ruled  that. witness  should 
answer  the  question. 

Witness  declared  he  would  not  answer, 
but  he  could  go  to  the  extent  of  saying 
he  would  mention  It  to  his  friend  and 
perhaps  the  latter  would  come  forward 
voluntarily. 

You  aald  it  was  arranged  between 
Scott  and  you  to  get  men  to  "plug"? 

It    waa   understood    between    us,   that 
was   the  whole  thing.

Scott  hccuaed 
them  of  taking  92.000  and  putting  It  In- 
to their  "Jeans,"  and  they  accused  him 
of  crooked  work  on  the  lists,  and 
threatened  to  put  him  in  Jail.  "That 
certainly  showed  me  there  were  internal 
dissenaions  In  the  Liberal  party." 

This  $100  bonus  would  have  been  an 
inducement  to  you  to  vote  "pluggers"? 
Tea. 

But  you  say  you  did  not  attempt  to 
do  It? 

No.  I  was  not  going  to  risk  Ave  years 
In  Jail  for  a  gang  which  was  cutting 
one  another's  throats.  I  was  pleased, 
on  general  principles,  to  see  the  Liber- 
als defeat  the  Conservatives.  I  remem- 
ber the  Island  strike.

Referring  to  that  meeting  between 
Scott,  Anderaon  and  McTaggart.  witness 
told  of  how  Anderson  showed  him  a  list 
which  he  alleged  was  a  crooked  one 
supplied  by  Scott,  and  witnesj  had  told 
him  to  pick  out  a  few  names,  and  he 
(witness)  would  guarantee  to  have  a 
man  who  waa  chrlatened  under  the 
name  produced   within  aix   hours. 

Witness  explained  there  were  three 
llata  which  were  not  to  be  challenged. 
The  names  on  the  list  produced,  pro- 
vided that  list  was  the  one  supplied  by 


liata.  Ba  beU«vee  AiMl«rMa  waa  a  Coa- 
■arvatSva  atool  aad  ha  iXd  not  propoa* 
to  lot  him  bluff  blniL  The  liat  Andwaon 
had  ahowo  him  at  that  meeting  waa 
the  ao-called  "crMfcad  liat"  which  Scott 
had  sent  to  Anderaon  with  inatruetioaa 
that  it  waa  not  to  b«  ehallangad. 

That  waa  what  we  eaUad  th« 
"eleveath  hour  liat"  TlMra  war*  three 
of  thoae.  KIrat  we  got  out  a  Hat  of 
longahoremen,  of  all  men  in  the  water- 
froat  anion  whose  names  appeared  on 
the  union  Itooks.  Many  of  them  were 
/iway.  a  numlMr  were  dead,  and  many 
were  ia  the  union  who  appeared  on  the 
voters'  list  ondar  other  occupations.  K 
was  understood  with  Scott  tliat  I  waa 
to  make  up  the  liat  ao  aa  to  leava  aa 
many  aa  poaaible  to  "plug"  for  ab- 
sentees. Some  of  the  lints  had  very 
few  names  on  them.  The  major  part  of 
the  naniea  were  in  Ward*  S.  *  and  S.  A 
liat  waa  made  out  for  aaeh  of  the  eight 
warda.  The  "eleventh  hour  llata"  were 
three  In  number,  covering  warda  >,  4 
and  y  They  were  delivered  about  4:9* 
or  i  p.m.  on  the  afternoon  prior  to  elec- 
tion day.  Thoae  eight  llata  and  the 
three  "eleventh  hour*'  llata  were  the 
total  liata  aa  far  as  I  had  anything  to 
do  with  it.  Scott  wanted  every  avail* 
able  man  plugged  who  could  with  safety 
be  plugged. 
Did  he  make  that  atatement  to  youT 
oil.  certainly,  he  was  most  anxloua 
for  it.  He  aaked  hm  to  aupply  aa  ac- 
curately aa  iMMslble  tbe  name  of  any 
bona  flde  vacanciea  In  which  "plugg«r«" 
could  he  aafely  voted.  We  had  only  to 
do  with  the  waterfront  I  don't  know 
who  he  waa  working  with,  I  only  dealt 
with  him. 

Witness  atated  that  on  hla  vlalt  to 
Victoria  on  the  Tueaday  after  Eaater 
Monday  he  waa  In  a  room  at  the  St. 
Jamea.'  A  friend  of  hla,  Tony  Salvlni, 
had  met  him  on  the  atreet  and  they 
went  to  hla  room.  He  thought  Salvini 
waa  In  the  room  at  the  time  he  (wit- 
ness) telephoned  to  the  ISmpreaa  Hotel. 
Did  you  meet  a  man  named  John  J. 
Kelly   there? 

Not  that  I  know  of. 

Trouhla  la  the  Oamp 
At  tlie  evening  session  Oosend,  in 
response  to  Mr.  Brewster's  question  aa 
to  his  visit  to  Scott's  office  where  he 
heard  Anderaon  and  McTaggart  having 
^A~diacuaalon,  4Uated  that  on  the  Monday 
following  the  election  he  had  gone  to 
Scott's  office  to  get  a  "piece  of  money." 
This  waa  the  $100  bonus  which,  in  his 
previous  tentimony,  he  stated  he  was 
promised  by  Scott  If  the  election  was 
won  by  the  Liberals.  WItneas  was  wait- 
ing In  Scott's  outer  office  when  Soott 
called  him  In  and  told  McTaggart  and 
Anderaon,  who  were  there,  that  thla  waa 
the  man  who  was  responsible  for  the 
list  about  which  they  had  been  aaklng. 
The  latter  of  the  two.  whom  witnesa 
thought  was  Anderson,  aaked  him  quea- 
tlona  about  the  Hat  which  he  had  termed 
the  "crooked  Hat."  WItneaa  had  re- 
fused to  anawer.  McTaggart  waa  going 
to  punch  Scott,  and  Anderaon  called 
Scott  a  crook,  aaaertlng  that  the  latter 
had  "swiped"  $2,000  of  campaign  funds 
and  "You  know  It  and  you  havn't  said 
a  word  about  it"
